-cial Assistant to United States Attorney 
Caffey at New York,- to conduct an /in« 
vestigation into charges of combinations 
in. restraint of trade. and violations. of 
Federal statutes in connection with the 
building materials market in that city. 
Mr. ‘Kaufmannhas been instructed to 
cosoperate with the New York’ State 
Legislative. Committee which fs conduct- 
ing a similar investigation. 

*‘ Information gathered by the Depart- 
ment of Justice and its agents in New

BOLOGNA APPROVES VERDICT 


| Townspeople Throng the Court

BOLOGNA, Italy, ' Oct. 29 (Associated 


'Press).—Alfredo Cocchi, on trial here. for 


the murder of Ruth bruger in New ¥ork 
City in February, 1917, was today found 
guilty on four charges. 

(The prosecution demanded Cocchi’s 
conviction for murder in the first ‘de- 
gree, attempted criminal assault, falsi- 
fying paSsports and false enrollment in 
the military. service.) - 

Cocchi was sentericed to Sivchieh-adeeis 
years’ imprisonment. 

In his closing argument to the Court, 
Signor: Bentini, counsel for. the #de- 
feridant, in asking for a verdict of man- 
slaughter.instead of murder in the first 
degree, waxed eloquent when he urged 
that Cocchi-at the time he killed Miss 
Cruger was tortured with domestic 
troubles to such an: extent that h€ was 
only half responaible for his. actions. 
He traced Cocchi’s life with his wife, 
and asserted that it was, the. latter’s 
jealousy which had driven his client. to: 
desperation.

Cruger.returned for her ska Signor 
Bentini said, that he became’ momen- 
tarily insane and attacked the ‘girl. 
Fearful of the police arresting -him, 
Cocehi then,. without premeditated in- 
tention, ‘killed Miss Cruger, said the at- 
torney. 

In closing his argument Signor Fran- 
chini for the prosecution repeated 
Cocchi was in possession of . his full 
mental faculties, and argued that Cali- 
fornia wine was no stronger than Ital- 
fan wine, and that was not strong 
enough to make a man commit go hein- 
ous a crime. The prosecutor told the 
members of the jury that they had, 
upon themselves the responsibility to’ 
render justice, since the crime was com- 
mitted by one of thelr own countrymen 
against the people of the United States.

Large as are‘the sums mentioned in 
the testimony before the Lockwood 
having been paid in 
graft, they. fade before the enormity 
of Brinpe.i’s operations as a whole.

Employers and employés © were 
muileted alike.

Two construction companies whose 
names are familiar throughout the 
country appear as having had to pay 
thousands and tens of thousands in 
order to proceed with their busi- 
ness. Upon labor the burden fell with 
‘equal or greater weight. ‘* Hold-up ” 
strikes were called right and left and 
the men had to pay the cost in idle- 
ness. , Experienced workmen, members 
of long-standing unions, were forced 
out of employment because they were 
not_members of BriNpELL’s duplicate 
and ‘‘ outlaw” union; their places 
were taken by ex-dishwashers and 
park-bench residents until they capit- 
ulated to the demand of an entrance 
fee of $50 and’a weekly tax of $10 
each on their wages. And the Amer- 
ican Federation of-Labor found no 
means of checking the outrage. 

' Ultimately, of course, the public 
pays a large portion of these exac- 
tions, ard especially the poor., It 
pays. it in the lack of housing and in 
increased rentals for the old, squalid 
teneinents in which it is forced to live; 
it pays it in overcrowding, in un- 
seetnly and demoralizing living condi- 
tions, in an “increased infant mortality 
and in the uncontrolled spread of con- 
tagious disease. Most of all, the public 
pays in a lowering of ‘moral standards, 
in @ sense of general and inevitable, 
corruption. ** What's the use? ” said 
one witness who remembered Sam 
Parks. ‘¢ If it ain't BRINDELL it will 
be some one élse.’’ 

When employers and workmen alike 
are involved — and involved both as 
victims and as accomplices—there is 
amall occasion for the casting of 
stones. It may be pointed out, hovw- 
ever, merely as a matter of fact, that 
the’ material loss falls chiefly upon 
labor. Recent advances in wage scales 
must have been. very effectually bal- 
anced by the ‘‘rake-off” of the 
Building Trades Council and by the 
loss of wages in hold-up strikes. 

Inthe whole monstrous affair there 
is only one bright spot. Though 
BRINDELL’s control was of iron, and

ENDING THE BRITISH COAL 
qs) STRIKE, rs 
_ ‘The exact terms of settlement to 
be voted upon by the British miners, 
which they are confidently. coupted 
upon, to accept, are net -‘-4de. clear 
by the dispatches. All will. depend} 
upon what guarantee of inereased out- 
put the Government has secured, and 
upon the nature and@’authority of the 
official board that is to decide all wage 
questions -in the. future: From ‘the 


grant the demand of the men for two 
shillings more a day, on condition that 
production were kept up to a certain 
level, so that the Government can- 
not be accused of. ‘surrendering. 
Doubtless it did agree to a compro- 
mise in the matter of determining the 
amount of coal mined and fixing a 
siding scale of wages hereafter.

The strike itself was never so seri- 
ous as was the fear of what: lay be- 
hind it.

But a‘document fell into the 
hands of the authorities showing that 
the organization under the Council of 
Action was intended for ** the struggle 
* that is to come, whether by reason 
“of, the prevant position [i. \¢., the 
** Polish crisis} or later on.’” ‘The 
question has“been whether this later 
on would not. arrive with the coal 
strike. That fear has been dispelled 
for the time being. But: the fact is 
established that a+ revolutionary ani- 
mus has fastened upon many British 
laboring men. It might appear in 
threatening form if there should have 
to be next Spring, under the agree- 
ment, a reduction in the miners’ 
wages.

FARMERS AS PRICE FIXERS. 

The President of the American Cot- 
ton Association has telegraphed to the 
Governors of fourteen cotton States 
proposing that they call special ses- 
sions of. the Legislatures to f 
price of cotton. The method would be 
tax penalties for those who plant more 
acres than the agreed average ‘and 
tax exemptions for those who reduce 
their plantings. The farmers are 
holding mass meetings in support of 
the idea, and some Governors are. pre- 
disposed in favor of similar action. 
Ths Governor of Louisiana has ap- 
pealed to the cotton ginners to stop 
work for a month in order to raise the 
price of cotton, but the Governors of 
South Carolina, and Texas decline to 
back him up. 

If the price of cotton is below the 
cost of. production, there is no need of 
legislation to restrict acreage. That 
will come about automatically, and 
more surely than through legislation. 
There is the ‘same defect in laws 
regulating. prices that there is in 
combinations for the purpose. If 
economically wrong, they are sure to 
be evaded or to prove unenforceable. 
If there are conspiracies to reduce the 
price of .cotton, they are as obnoxious 
and harmful as conspiracies to raise 
the price of cotton by compelling 
restrictions on its production. The 
National Board of Farm Organizations 
does not think that the grain markets 
are free and fair. Accordingly: ft is 
preparing a petition. to Congress to 
abolish trading ih grain on the ex- 
changes, because the speculators make 
the prices without producing the 
grain. Speculators have no power 
over prices unless they are right in 
their judgment of supply and demand, 
and in that case they perform a public 
service by their operations. . If they 
are wrong, they are punished by their 
losses. Representative Funuer months 
ago introduced a bill proposing that 
prices of common commodities shall 
be regulated bya commission, in the 
manner that railway and public 
utility rates are regulated. . This is too 


absurd to be discussed seriously, | 
though it is well meant. The idea of

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Gertainly, as THe Times says today, it is 
“undesirable that the representatives of the 
agricultural interests should leave Washing- 
ton and spread through the country the idea 
that they are discriminated agairist by the 
money power.” It is unfortunately’ true, 
however, that they will leave Washington 
with just that convietion. 

The present conditions play completely inte 
the. hands of, speculative buyers, who, being 
in‘ commercial relations with the banks, find 








it possible to arrange credits where farm- 
ers are unable to do so. This is a condition, 
of course, that has existed for years, and ts 
perhaps the principal cause for the big prof- 
its of the middlemen,made at the one end 
out of the farnters by buying their crops at 
rulnously low figures (owing to the farmers’ 
need for cash) and at the other end out of 
the consumers by hoarding products and 
thereby controlling market prices. 
Fortunately, the farmers are at last learti- 
ing their lesson and learning {t fast. Their 
co-operative marketing organizations are be- 
ting formed all over’ the country ‘along sound 


business lines, and, with their own packing of our 


houses and the employment of efficient mar- 
keting machinery, are becoming ‘able to 
stabilize the output and command the confi- 
dence of anw& hence secure the needed credit 
from the banks.
